J. Harvey Neely Deplores Trend Away From 
Public Auction Of His Childhood, Where 
Everyone Had Gala Time, To More

Of Present Time. 


Four persons were injured, none of 
them seriously, when two automobiles 
collided at the intersection 
of 
the 
Harrisburg and Hunterstown roads 
.shortly after 12 o’clock this afternoon. 
Two of the injured, all of whom 
suffered 
numerous 
lacerations 
and 
minor bruises, were taken 
to 
the 
Warner hospital for treatment, but 
afterward 
w'ere discharged. 
They 
were Grier Graff, of Worthington, a 
student at Gettysburg cbllege, and 
G. H. Miller, of Elkhorn, 
West Vir­ 
ginia, visiting Graft. 
The other two persons injured were 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Myers, of near 
the 
Pines 
church. 
Both 
suffered 
numerous lacerations, and Mrs. Myers 
was knocked unconscious when thrown 
from the machine in which she was 
riding. 
According 
to 
re|*>rts 
from 
the 
scene of the accident, Mr. and Mrs. 
Myers were driving from the Hun­ 
terstown road onto the Harrisburg 
road toward Gettysburg when their 
machine was struck and upset by the 
machine in which the two young men 
were riding. 
Both machines were 
closed 
cars. 
Although Myers’ car w t»s toppled over 
on its side, not a glass in the machine 
was broken, while all but two panes 
in the students’ machine were shatter­ 
ed. 
Both cars were badly damaged in 
the wreck. 
The students were en route to H ar­ 
risburg, it was stated. 
Persons residing in the vicinity of 
the accident called a physician. Mrs. 
Myers Suffern* n sever** rush in lier 
scalp and her husband also was badly 
lacerated. 
Tho state highway motor patrol 
w as summoned to the scene of the ac­ 
cident and conducted an investigation 
of the cause of the crash this after­ 
noon. 
NECKTIE “GRAFT" 
IS WORKED HERE 


Lamenting th*' passing of the “good 
old days,” .J. Harvey Neely, publish­ 
er and editor of the York Springs 
Comet, draws a few comparisons be­ 
tween the public auctions of thirty- 
five or forty years ago and those 
which are held today. 
The farm sale 
of his youth was a gala occasion, but 
not so today. 
Here is the way Mr. 
Neely describes it 
in 
his own 
in­ 
im itable style: 
“ My father, the late James R. N<>ely, 
was an expert sale clerk, and for many 
years had charge of the majority of 
farm stock sales in the York Springs 
district. 
It was a rare privilege and 
a great treat when twice a winter I 
was permitted to cut school and ac­ 
company him to a public sale. 
We 
went in the morning and it was often 
dark before the days receipts were 
balanced and th'* account! handed over 
to the man holding the vendue. 
, 
“Thirty-five to forty years ago the 
sale dinner was a big event of the 
day. 
It often began at 9:30 in the 
morning and lasted until 3 or I o’clock 
in tho afternoon with two or three 
hundred people having been fed in 
that interval. 
“In preparation for a sale in those 
days neighbor women would help bake 
and cook for a couple of days before 
the scheduled date. 
Many chickens 
were killed, hams boiled, and some­ 
times a whole quarter of beef. 
Also 
various kinds of layer and small cakes, 
pies, custards were baked in prep­ 
aration for the sale. 


“In those days, before my diet had 
been restricted to spinach and a few 
other things, I have sat down to sale 
dinners where the above thing* were 
served; a I s m a s h e d potatoes, beans, 
peas, 
tomatoes, 
slaw, celery, rice, 
bread, rolls, canned peaches, prunes, 
etc. 
If you think I am exaggerating 
ask any old timer, 
“Needless to say in those days I 
had perfect digestion and ’done ample 
justice.’ 
What if dad had only given 
me a nickle to spend at the huckster­ 
ing table. 
That money usually went j 


J for an orange or candy and some- } 
times both if the fruit was small. 
I) 
sometimes think that we spoil our 
children witl^a surfeit of amusements. 
I had as much kick out of a day spent I 
at a sale as many of your young- I 
sters would get out of a trip to a j 
large city. 
“ After you had eaten your fill you 
could go out to the barn where a game 
of corner ball was in progress and if J 
chosen on one of the sides you took i 
your turn getting socked 
with 
the 
ball or sock th/* other fellow when 
your side had the four corners. 
“Of course all this time the sale 
would be in progress and that would 
interest the older folks, but the boys 
and girls had more important things | 
to do. They would laugh and talk and 
have a good time in general. 
"Nowadays we rush to the sales in 
machines, spend a couple of hours and 
then rush home again to rush off some- * 
where else, later in the day or even­ 
ing.”

Investigation of “Necktie Tyler, 
Blind 
Salesman.’' 
Reveals 
Scheme to Mulct Public. 


Many Gettysburg men recently re­ 
ceived packages of four neckties from 
a man who said his name is “Necktie 
Tyler,” and claiming to be blind. 
In 
an accompanying letter, the sender 
asks the recipients of the neckties to 
keep them and send him $1. 
In Elmira, New York, the Star-Ga- 
zette of that city took the trouble to 
investigate and later printed the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ Exposure of the methods employed 
by ‘Necktie Tyler, the blind salesman,* 
show him to be Ernest Howell, of St. 
Louis, a wily promoter and able to 
see keenly, cleverly and shrewdly with 
both eyes.” 
Gettysburgians who have received 
neckties from Howell, or “Tyler,” say 
they are of the cheap variety. 
In 
the letter, “Tyler” asserts that the 
small profit he receives from the sale 
of the ties is all he has “to keep 
body and soul together.” 
The ties 
sell at four for a dollar.

ment. 
One stitch was required to 
close the wound, which was given first 
aid treatment when the train reached 
Biglerville. 
Roth, who was standing between 
the cab and tender of the engine, was 
unable to avoid the swinging arm, 
which barely missed the cab window. 
Roth was unfamiliar with the “run”, 
it is said, and was not on the look­ 
out for the “mail tree.” 
Roth did not lose consciousness al­ 
though he lost considerable blood, and 
was able to be at his post on the re­ 
turn trip to Gettysburg. 
A heavy leather cap Roth was wear­ 
ing at the time saved him from more 
serious injury.

er (42), a t the beginning of the 
war 
in 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Re­ 
serves, famous in song and story, 
the corps d’elite of tho Hon.

MEXICO IN NEED < 
OF SYMPATHY, SO 
PASTOR DECLARES 


Beat Cleveland 


Doctor Krumbine Says 
Nation Will Be Able 
To 
Grow 
Under 
Administration 
Of Calles. 


“ Mexico needs sympathy more than 
bayonets, and missionaries and teach­ 
ers more than blundering diplomats,” 
the Rev. Dr. M\ H. Krumbine, pastor 
of a Buffalo church, told the Gettys­ 
burg college student body this morn­ 
ing during an address on the “Polit­ 
ical Aspect of the Religious Situa­ 
tion in Mexico.” 
Doctor Krumbine has spent consid­ 
erable time in the neighboring repub­ 
lic to the south and has had a chance 
to study the trying situation through 
which the country is now passing. 
He termed the 
trouble now 
in 
progress as a “family scran,” 
and 
showed how, upon its setltement, Mexi­ 
co will be ready to 
take its place 
among the nations of the world. 
Declaring that the popular concep­ 
tion of Mexico by the citizens of the 
United States is entirely erroneous he 
gave a brief outline 
of th** back­ 
ground of the country and showed how' 
the present trouble is directly relat­ 
ed to some of the ancient customs, 
practices and laws of the earlier set­ 
tlers. 
Pointing out how' the priests, 
sent out as missionaries to that coun­ 
try several centuries ago, had done 
much to aid in the establishment of 
the country, he showed how at one 
time these priests 
controlled 
over 
one-half of the land. 
“A revolt against the church re­ 
sulted and then in 1821 a state consti­ 
tution was drawn un in which the 
Qsthoiic church was made the na-1 
tional church, but although it was 
first suggested in 1833 that the church 


I and state be separated, this was not 
legally accomplished until the consti­ 
tution of 1857. 
When Diaz came 
! into power, he held all laws in abey­ 
ance and it was not until the consti­ 
tution of 1917 w'as drawn that any' 
power was given to the dnnstitution 
of 1857,” Doctor Krumbine declared. 
Describing Calles as “hopeful, in­ 
telligent and resolute,” Doctor Krurn- 
hino declared that he is “establishing 
a democratic socialism in which com­ 
munism cannot get a foothold due to 
the many traditions of the country.” 
“Calles set out to enforce the oil 
law's and the other measures of the* 
constitution 
in which the ehur<h is 
forbidden to hold property and then 
on August I the priests were with­ 
drawn. 
“The general attitude as summed up 
from the interview'* u'hieh I have had 
with a number of prominent leaders 
of Mexico is that the country will 
have no more revolutions and that 
Calles is giving the nation the best 
administration it has ever had.”
